Men In Forces 
Now Number 5,294 

Latest figures from the Univer- 
sity's office of war information re- 
veal that 182 former women stu- 
dents are at the present time serv- 
ing with the armed forces. The 
WAC claims 65. the WAVES num- 
ber 51. and the Marines count 10. 
Forty-four are nurses and 12 others 
are in Red Cross or similar work. 

Of men in the service, there are 
listed 5.294 former University stu- 
dents. Figures show that of the 
162 faculty members serving, only 
two were former students as well. 

Ninety-five citations, including 
the Silver Star. Purple Heart. Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross. Legion of 
Merit, and Air Medal with Oak Leaf 
Clusters, are on the records. 

Captured or interned in Turkey. 
Japan. Spain. Oermany. Rumania, 
and Italy are 36 former University- 
students. 

Bringing the number of names to 
a total of 5536. are the records of 
18 listed as missing and 65 counted 
as casualties.
